Sir, — As a visiting professor at 
the Technion who teaches at one of 
the universities represented on Dr. 
Wood's team, I must take serious ex- 
ception to their statements as 
reported on March 26 (‘Israel's 
higher education must come down to 
earth"), 

May I say that the advice tendered 
is not only “unpopular with Israeli 
academics," it is extremely un- 
popular with many academics in the 
U.S. who have to live with its results. 
It is precisely this attitude which has 
had serious, and, I believe, extreme- 
ly undesirable effects on American 
universities, It that, ha’ 
contributed to the decline of
